5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 1, lines 6-7, "to receive the green tire on the tire loading apparatus" is unclear 
and indefinite as to how the elevating apparatus receives the tire on the loading apparatus (it is 
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suggested that the phrase be amended to recite that the tire elevating apparatus receives the green 
tire from the tire loading apparatus). 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Japan 2000-158477. 
Japan 2000-158477 teaches a tire vulcanizing apparatus comprising a tire loading 

apparatus 2 which loads a green tire at a tire loading position XI and moves the loaded green tire 
to a tire supplying position X2, a tire elevating apparatus 7 which elevates at the tire supplying 
position X2 so as to receive the green tire from the tire loading apparatus and sets the received 
green tire to a lower mold 3, and an upper mold 5 which elevates at a tire vulcanizing position 
X3 so as to vulcanize and mold the green tire in cooperation with the lower mold, wherein the 
lower mold and the tire loading apparatus are integrally connected as a moving unit so as to 
simultaneously reciprocate by reciprocating the moving unit.
